One 
of the bandits was wounded in the thigh ' 
but his companions hoisted him on to his 
horse, and after a running fight for four 
miles they again got away.

Devanna Breaks Into Political Argument 
General Row Follows—Dowick Dead.

George Dowick, a boilermaker, was shot | 
and killed last night by Policeman Eugene

The shooting occurred in a saloon, and fol- 
lowed a heated political argument in which 
Devanna, who was in citizen’s clothes and 
off duty, was a factor. After the shooting i 
Devanna escaped and was not seen until | 
almost two hours later, when he surren- | 
dered to Sergeant Darcy of the High Bridge 
Station and made a statement declaring 
that he was acting in self-defense when he } 
fired the fatal shot. 

-Dewick, who was thirty-two years of age, 
lived with his wife and family at 10 Dock 
Street, Morris Heights. He was employed | 
by Seabury & Co. Yesterday afternoon, |} 
when he finished work, he visited the saloon ; 
run by Patrick J. Murphy ne by, with | 
several of his fellow-employes. urphy was ; 
not in the barroom. His wife was. James

parties, Devanna entered the saloon and 
soon joined in the discussion.

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was, Dowick was stretched motionless upon 
the floor, and evanna was nowhere 
around.

Shortly before 8 o'clock Devanna, 
was on his way to the station house, met 
Sergt. Darcy and gave himself up. 

“J did the shooting,” he said, “ put I had | 
to. There was a bunch of men who were 


trying to do me, and I shot to save my own 
life. One of the men had attacked me with 
a knife. I was cut all over the hands.” 
Devanna showed his hands, which were 
gashed in a dozen places. He was locked 


on a charge of homicide.

DWIN’S AIRSHIP 
LOST IN THE CLOUDS 


Escaped from Men Towing It at the 
St. Louis World’s Fair.

IT HAD BROKEN DOWN TWICE 


, 


Accidents to Motor Interfered with 
Scheduled Flight—Went on Unau- 
thorized Trip at Nightfall. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 2.—After two accidents 
to-day had prevented the long-distance 
trial flight arranged by Capt. Thomas 8. 
Baldwin of San Francisco to test the stay- 
ing powers of his airship, the California 
Arrow, the airship started, broke away, and 
went a long-distance flight on its own ac~ 
count. 

Capt. Baldwin and several assistants were 
returning“the “Arrow from a cornfield, 
where it had landed in St. Louis County, 
to the World’s Fair aeronautic concourse, 
the lead rope was dragged from the hands 
of the men, and the airship soared into 
space. When last seen it was drifting rap- 
idly in a northwesterly direction. 

The speed demonstration was to have 
been around a prescribed quadrangular 
course of about fifteen miles. At the first 
attempt the Arrow, which was commanded 
by A. Roy Knabenshue of Toledo, Ohio, the 
hero of the suecessful flights on Monday 
and yesterday, was brought to the ground 
after drifting a mile and a half northeast 
of the concourse. Capt. Baldwin had ar- 
ranged to follow the airship in an automo- 
bile, and when the Arrow descended he gave 
instructions to follow it. 

Just before passing through the World's 
Fair gates, a Jefferson guard ran to the 
automobile and handed Capt. Baldwin a 
metal cap, which, he said, had fallen after 
it was noticed that the airship was in 
trouble. The cap explained the nature of 
the trouble to those on the ground, and 
Capt. Baldwin said the damage could be 
repaired without bringing the airship back 
to the aerodrome, provided Knabenshue 
covld land without losing too much gas. 
Repairs were immediately started, and in 
less than an hour the Arrow was again in 
the air, making headway against the breeze 
that had blown it out of its course. 

After the Arrow had disappeared from the 
sight of those assembled in the ‘World's 
Fair concourse the crowd waited patiently 
for some word from the damaged’ airship. 
Suddenly a watchful eye discerned it aris- 
ing above the horizon, and within five min- 
utes it had approached the concourse so 
near that Knabenshue could be plainly seen 
and the “‘chug-chug” of the motor heard. 
Cheer after cheer greeted the aeronaut.

or 2,000 feet below. It landed in a corn- 
field four milés Wést of the concourse. 

The Arrow broke away just as the persons 
towing it into the concourse had reached 
the immediate vicinity of the place.

was necessary to pass the prow of the 
eraft over the trolley wire and catch the 
and then release the

ness those manipulating the ropes miscal- 
culated, and both the front and rear ropes 
were released at the same time. 

In a twinkling the buoyant airship, from 
which twenty-five pounds of ballast had 
been taken, and which was not even in- 
cumbered with Aeronaut Knabenshue, shot 
up ,and was gone. In the dim light pro- 
jected by the nearest are light the yellow 
balloon loomed indfstinctly, but for enough 
space of time to show that the light wind 
was carrying it toward the northwest. 

“There was not a great deal of gas in 
the bag, and the cold atmospheric con- 
ditions due to the night should cause the 
gas to condense,” said Baldwin.

PARKER AT COOPER UNION. 


Welcome of Germ fet Riot of 
Noise—Schura’s Speech. 


Facing an audience; Mmosti¥ Gérmans, that 
packed Cooper Union to its utmost capacity, 
Judge Parker stood for eight minutes last 
night on the equally crowded platform and 
watched the playing of the whole gamut of 
human enthusiasm. Before him was a 
crowd of men and women who seemed 
idolators in the frenzy of their welcome; 
standing at his sides were Carl Schurz, the 
hero of many campaigns, and Herman Rid- 
der; on the wall behind him a counterfeit 
presentment of the Democratic candidate 
and his running mate and a mass of flags, 
bannerettes, shields, gilded eagles, and 
bunting. 

Judge Parker and his escort reached the 
hall five minutes ahead of schedule time 
while George Von Skal was speaking to the 
throng that had been able to get into the 
cavernous depths of the building. The in- 
stant the escorting police Captains showed 
their faces at the Fourth Avenue and Sev- 
enth Street entrances the audience, which 
had been quiet and attentive, was converted 
into a veritable whirlpool of enthusiasm. 
Every one in the hall had a small American 
flag, and these flags were waved riotously 
over the heads of the thousands to the ac- 
companiment of cheers and the strains of 
“ Hail to the Chief,’’ which the energetic 
band tried to make heard above the cheers 
and the “‘Hochs”’ that penetrated the air 
like explosive exclamation points. Shrill 
whistles, from the more demonstrative lips 
of those who could not make noise enough 
with hands and feet, added to the hubbub 
of weicome. Mr. Von Skal gracefully stepped 
aside, his voice lost in the explosive demon- 
stration of welcome. 

Even the shrillest tones of the very vig- 
orous cornetist were but a peep in the 
waves of noise that echoed and re-echoed 
as Judge Parker, smiling, bowing, and even 
blushing at the strength and fervor of his 
reception, faced Mr. Schurz and raised his 
hand, pleading for a cessation of the rack- 
et. To his aid went Mr. Schurz, who was 
the Chairman of the meeting, but his ef- 
forts to secure a hearing for the speaker 
seemed only to add to and redouble the cor- 
diality of the welcome of his fellow-citizens 
of German birth or descent. Then, as if 
the crowd had worn itself out, there was a 
partial lull and Judge Parker faced the 
throng once more. 

“ Columbia ’’ with a Vengeance. 

“Three cheers for our next President!” 
shouted a guttural German voice. All that 
had preceded seemed comparative quiet to 
the demonstration that swept over and 
through that great throng. Men and women 
stood on their seats. The air was once 
again a cloud of waving flags over the 
heads of the shouting mob. As this tre- 
mendous upwelling of sound began to 
abate a bit in its force the leader of the 
band started “Three Cheers for the Red, 
White, and Blue.” With a unanimity that 
would scarcely be found in some gatherings 
of American-born citizens, the crowd began 
to sing the stirring chorus, while those who 
could not sing lent their voices to a chant- 
ing, cheering accompaniment that was a 
complete novelty, and a stirring one, for a 
political demonstration. 

udge Parker stepped back toward the 
rear of the platform and grasped again the 
extended hand of Gen. Schurz. They start- 
ed once more to the speaker’s desk, both 
with raised hands to bid the tumult cease. 
Again came a roar of welcome, as if the 
men were discovered for the first time, and 
as the strains of the National song of the 
sailors reached their end the great mass 
again lashed itself into a fury of welcome, 
a demonstration that was a fitting close to 
a greeting the like of which has rarely if 
ever been seen in old Cooper Union. 

Then the great wave of sound ebbed. The 
calm that followed gave Judge Parker his 
opportunity. With his manuscript in his 
left hand he began reading his speech. It 
received not only the most respectful of 
hearings, but at intervais the liveliest en- 
thusiasm, his various points as quickly de- 
tected and appreciated as though he was 
speaking in the tongue native to most of his 
hearers. Cheers punctuated the speech at 
intervals, and there was another wave of 
enthusiasm when he paid a graceful trib- 
ute to the life and labors of Carl Schurz, 
both for his native and his adopted land. 
There were cheers for Gen. Schurz, cheers 
for Parker, cheers for the “ whole ticket,” 
cheers for the American flag, and finally 
once again, cheers for Judge Parker. The 
rah! ’rah! ‘rah! of the thousands came with 
no uncertain sound, but was like the rattle 
of musk¢try, sharp, crisp, incisive, until it 
blended “into one mass of sound like the 
roar of heavy artillery. It was a graceful 
and forceful tribute to both the speaker 
and to Mr. Schurz, who was forced to rise 
and bow his acknowledgments. Two min- 
utes this demonstration lasted before the 
speaker was allowed to proceed with his 
argument against militarism and imperial- 


Cleveland Cheered, Too. 


Again there was a striking demonstra- 
tion when reference was made to the 
prompt and effective action of President 
Cleveland at the time of the Venezuclan 
boundary dispute. President Cleveland’s 
name seemed to arouse the spirit of the 
Germans, and for him and in his name 


there were a couple of rounds of enthusi- 
astic cheers. 

When Judge Parker asked, ‘‘ Was there 
ever, before or since our civil war, a single 
occasion when the Monroe Doctrine failed, 
So to speak, to enforce itself without our 
having a. big army or navy?” there came 
the response from various parts of the hall 
of “No, never!’ Then there was a renewal 
of the waving of flags and stampings and 
cheerings as if the hearers were all in ac- 
cord with the expressed ideas of the speak- 
er and wished ineffaceably to stamp that 
fact upon the mind of the speaker. 

As Judge Parker ended his address the 
audience rose in a body and gave him the 
parting cheer of “godspeed” with about 
the same enthusiasm as had marked their 
welcome, though it was less long drawn 
out. All those on the platform crowded 
about the Judge, and those who could do 
#0 had an introduction and a chance to 
shake his hand and wish him well on Tues- 
day next.

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gands he pushed his way to the street. 
Parker’s Cooper Union Speech. 


Judge Parker spoke as follows: 

“When we speak of the growth of an im- 
perialistic tendency in this country we do 
not mean that we have, or care to have, 
a ruler with the title of Emperor at the 
head of the Government, or a political Con- 
stitution abolishing the Republic and es- 
tablishing for it a monarchy. Rome was 
substantially an empire before Caesar's 


dictatorship, and France was ruled by an 
imperialistic policy while Napoleon Bona- 
parte still called himseif the Citizen *Gon- 
sul of the French Republic. With us the 
tendency toward imperialism in our Gov- 
ernment took tangible shape when this Re- 
public assumed the power to rule over 
distant and alien countries and popula- 
tions, not only without their consent, but 
distinctly against their will, and when, cor- 
respondingly, the principles and ideals we 
had inherited from the founders of the 
Republic gave way to ideas as to the pow- 
ers of our Government which differed 
widely from Abraham Lincoln’s conception 
of a democracy, that it was ‘ government of 
Eee peaple, for the people, and by the peo- 
e 


* When we annexed the Philippine Islands 
it was done not only with complete disre- 
gard of the rights and the wishes of the 
people thereof—a disregard as absolute as 
ever characterized any of the conquests of 
the Roman Empire or of the French Em- 
pir under Napoleon, but also with a hardly 
ess absolute disregard of the spirit of our 
political institutions. The annexation of 
the islands and the subjection by force of 
the Filipinos fighting for their independ- 
ence were as different from the inténtion of 
the fathers as government by superior ar- 
tillery is from government by the consent 
of the governed. 

*When we contemplate the moral effect 
of the policy of conquest and subjugation, 
as it has been carried on and is now de- 

-fended by the Republican Party, we cannot 
but feel serious anxiety as to the perma- 
nency of democratic institutions among us.

“ But let me asit-them, as citizens of a 
democratic Repyblic.what. the true source 
of the just powers of"government can be, if 
not the consent. of the governed? Is it 
force? That would be despotism. Is it 


wealth? That would be plutocracy. Is it 
the privilege of birth or position in so- 
ciety? That would be aristocracy. What 
remains, then, as the source of the just 
powers of free government but the consent 
of the governed, in its range and effect 
regulated by self-made law? You deny that 
and you deny the vital principle of demo- 
Gente, institutions. And imperialism does

= it denies it first with regard to the 
subjugated alien populations. If the im- 
pertalistic tendency continues, we shall soon 

ave similar experiences at home. In fact, 
they are already, inning to appear. You 
cannot fail to notice that whenever you 
quote the principles proclaimed in the Dec- 
laration of Independence in connection with 
the case of the Filipinos you are fiercely 
assailed as unpatriotic citizens who are 
stirring uh our subjects to revolt. In fact, 
a member pf the Administration, in speak- 
ing of the present and future of the Philip- 

ines, stops very little short of admonish- 
ng us that every public discussion of that 
subject—unless it be in entire harmony 
with the policy of the Administration— 
should stop, for the treason that it might 
excite hopes among our ‘ subjects,’ which 
the Administration is unwilling to west. 

‘* Now, what does this mean? Democratic 
government is essentially government by 
public discussion. That discussion must be 
enlightened by the knowledge of the truth 
as to matters of public interest, the fullest 
possible information to be frankly fur- 
nished by the Government. It must, in or- 
der to serve its true end, be actively free, 
so as to illumine every side of the question 
to be decided. And now we are told that 
we should not freely dis¢uss a.question of 
such stupendous-impertance as that wheth- 
er the United States should remain a sim- 
ple democratic papenee. or. become a colo- 
nial empire; that the principles of the. Dec-~- 
laration of Independence, the fundamental 
principles of our Republic, should not be 
mentioned in connection with the matter 
lest our colonial subjects hear of it, and 
that, as the Administration knew this busi- 
ness best, the people should leave it to the 
Administration to determine the course to 
be taken concerning it. 

The Panama Affair. 

“This ig only an initial, tentative at- 
tempt to dominate public opinion in behalf 
of the Government. But there will be more 
of it, if the imperialistic spirit is permitted 
to prevail. In this respect we must not fail 
to keep in view the great power wielded by 
the President in the conduct of our foreign 
relations. ‘The Constitution provides that 
only Congress shall have power to declare 
war. But it-:is within the power of the 
President, if he desires war, to create, by 
his conduct of our foreign relations, situa- 
tions which make war inevitable. It may 
happen that on such an occasion Congress, 
being opposed to war, would: not consent 
to it if consulted beforehand; but it may 
be confronted by ‘hings already done, by 
accomplished facts, which make the escape 
Oe war exceedingly difficult if not impos- 
sible. 

“The President may then force a war 
upon the country, in spite of the adverse 
opinion of Congress. He may do this, 
keeping, as to the exercise of his powers, 
within the letter of the Constitution, al- 
though flagrantly violating its spirit and 
intent. And he may do this almost sure 
of the subsequent approval and support of 
Congress, which, when an accomplished 
fact has put our country in an attitude 
more or less hostile to a foreign power, is 
usually very reluctant to disavow our Gov- 
ernment. We have an illustration of this 
in the history of the Panama affair, it be- 
ing very doubtful whether Congress, even 
the Republican part of it, would, if pre- 
viously consulted, have approved the pol- 
icy pursued by the Administration, while 
the accomplished fact easily commanded 
the acceptance of the majority. 

“This power of the xecutive is evi- 
dently a very dangerous one—dangerous to 
the peace of the country as well as to the 
integrity of our institutions—unless the 
President cherishes a conscientious respect 
for the constitutional limitations of his 
power and an overrull desire religiously 
to observe the spirit arid intent, as well as 
the letter, of the Constitution, as well as 
an innate love of peace and fair dealing. 
You may judge for yourselves how danger- 
ous is such a power under the influence of 
the imperialistic tendency, with its lust of 
conquest and dominion, its love of ad- 
venture and military achievement, and 
its proneness to impulsive action and dra- 


matic display. 


Why Bigger Army and Navy? 


“The imperialistic tendency armed with 
that power will be all the more dangerous 
when it is at the same time armed with an 
amplé' supply of fighting material ready 
for action. Until a very recent period we 
enjoyed the priceless blessing of living in 


perfect peaf#e and security without bearing 
the burden of a large army and navy, cost- 
ing untold millions a year—a unique priv- 
ilege of which other nations, groaning un- 
der heavy military,and. naval expenditures, 
envied us, midst Héart#ly.’-Our imperialists 
now tell us that this must cease to be so. 
According to them we must have a much 
larger army in proportion than before, and 
our Secretary of the Navy assures us that 
we must have the biggest navy in the 
world, whatever the cost. 

Have you ever seen anybody able to 
give you an intelligent and satisfactory 
reason why we must have those things? 
Some say that we must have them to pro- 
tect our commerce. I ask, then, has there 
ever been a single moment since the year 
1812 when our commerce suffered in the 
least from the want cf a big navy to pro- 
tect it? Others say we must have it to 
enforce the Monroe Doctrine. Was there 
ever, before or since our civil war, a single 
occasion when the Monroe Doctrine failed, 
so to speak, to enforce itself without our 
having a big army or navy? 

‘Our worthy Secretary of War, Gov. 
Taft, in a recent speech before the Union 
League Club, illustrated—without thinking 
of it, I suppose—how unnecessary a big 
army and navy are to us for any of these 
purposes. He said: ‘Under the second 
Cleveland Administration we were, by Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s message on the Vene- 
zuelan boundary question, brought to the 
brink of war with Great Britain. Now, 
how many guns do you think there were on 
the coast? There was just one modern 
gun mounted.’ After. the laughter called 
forth by that remark had subsided, Secre- 
tary Taft continued: ‘That taught the Re- 

ublicans.a lesson.’ 

a Now, what was that lesson? That more 
guns should be mounted? But did it not 
occur to the Secretary that the real and 
far more important lesson was a very dif- 
ferent one? Only recall the circumstances 
under which that incident a pee Great 
Britain, engaged in a boundary dispute 
with Venezuela, urged her contention with 
characteristic positiveness. The President of 
the United States stepped in and substantilal- 
ly said to Great Britain: ‘ Stop! You will not 
be permitted to impose your will upon the 
little American republic by main strength 
without a word from this Republic, This 
matter will have to be arbitrated.’ Great 
Britain, the mistress of the seas, by far 
the greatest naval power of the world, 
proud ana touchy, with a Tm y Government 
supposed to be the special champions of 
that pride, was certainly not used to that 
sort of treatment. She probubly knew, too, 
that we had only one gun mounted on a 
coast several thousand Pe long. ab 
wonder that a* Fen @ expecte 

the British Non break out in a warlike 
roar. But what did Great Britain do? The 
British Tory Government took President 
Cleveland’s. remonstrance into respectful 
consideration, and with graceful kindness 
assented to the arbitration asked for. 


The Venezuela Affair Lesson. 


“Now, what is the lesson of this? Not 
that we need big armies and navies for the 
defense of our rights and the enforcement 
of our just demands, but that whether we 
are armed or unarmed, every European 
power, even the greatest and proudest, will 

he very @xtreme of possible conces- 
aif avoid” a serious quarrel with this 
Republic. Every sensible man knows that 
there is not one of those powers which 
entertains the slightest idea of attackin 
us; that they .w readily comply wit 
whatever ‘we can decently ask for, and 
more wé should not. The simple reason is 
that, aside fram what moral love of peace 
they may oherish, they can hardly afford 
to have a serfous*struggie with so resource- 
ful and pertinacious an antagonist as this 
Republic, in-view of the possibility of dan- 
gerous complications at home. 

“Our absolyte safety from foreign ag: 
gression, as every reasonable person 1 
admit, being thus assured, I may ask my 
sober-minded countrymen, for what pur- 
pose large armies and big navies—the char- 
acteristic tool and favorite ornament of 
empire—may be wanted by us? Being en- 
tirely unnecessary for defense, is the great- 
est navy in the world, or any big navy, the 
cost of construction and maintenance of 
which will run into the hundreds of mil- 
lions, needed .or intended for any other 
purpose? If .not, then the building and 
maintenance thereof is a wanton waste of 
the people’s money, wicked and unpardon- 
able. t AALS is a ed gor any other

he inevitable result will an addition 
element of apprehension and disquiet amon 
nations. Every sea power will watch wit 
nervous anxiety each unnecessary addition 
to our naval strength, and see in it a rea~ 
son for making a corresponding addition 
to its own, and we then, if we are to match 
them, will follow with another addition on 
our part. And thus the mad race in the 
augmentation of war forces, which has be- 
come an oppressive burden to mankind, the 
curse of the age, will be stimulated by this 
Republic instead of being discountenanced 
and checked by its good example of a truly 
pacific policy. This Republic will thus be 
@ leader of a backward and most baneful 
movement instead of leading in human 
progress. 

“It will be apt to produce another peril- 
ous effect. It has often, and not unjustly, 
been observed that the frequency of homi- 
cide in our country is owing in great part 
to the habit of many persons in carrying 
unnecessary pistols upon their persons. 
Likewise a great war fleet, especially a 
new one that is not employed in necessary 
duties, may become a seductive and dan- 
gerous plaything. While its advocates say 
that it is to prevent trouble, it is just as 
apt, by impulsive and reckless handling, to 
cause mischief. When warships are too 
liberally flung about the world they are 
occasionally exposed to seductive tempta- 
tions and troublesome accidents. It may 
become a risk rather than a protection. 

“You, Mr. Chairman, have had reason to 
know what militarism is and what it means. 
You have seen and felt its blighting power. 
The glowing impulses of your young man- 
hood, your attachment to that spirit of lib- 
erty which has_ characterized Germany 
from the days of Tacitus, your yearnings 
for better things for your country and the 
world—all these early clashed with martial 
glory and power, the inevitable Socotmpant- 
ments of empire, whether real or only in 
shadow. Because of these, the gentlest and 
most kindly of natures came early to know 
what suffering was. But to few_men in 
history has come so rich a reward. Your de- 
votion to high ideals soon earned you the 
admiration of your native land, and it has 
been given to you to live into a time when 
your warning voice has been raised to avert 
the first faint suggestion that the love of 
martial glory and its -—— are not ab- 
sent from the greatest Republic in the 
world’s history. 

“And you, too, gentlemen, you who listen 
to me, know either by yourselves, or 
through your fathers, or. grgndfathers, 
what martial glory means. It forced many 
of you from home in the tender years of 
your lives, when careful parental nurture 
was both your need and your due. Within 
the little circle into which fate sent you 
you have seen the natural ties that bind 
men together supplemented by another 
scarcely less watchful and jealous. With 
you, as elsewhere in the world, the father 
and mother fondly welcomed the new-born 
babe, but you also saw a sight, common in 
all military countries, but unknown in this, 
your adopted land.. From birth to eighteen 
years of age you have seen the Recruiting 
bergeant watch the young life of the boy 
child, not to shield him from harm, not to 
ward off evil, but to be certain that, by no 
chance, should he go into the great, wide 
open, free world without escaping the drill

“I ask you now in all soberness, is it not 
best for the peace, well-being, and happi- 
ness of our people and for the preservation 
of our free institutions, to which we owe 
50 much of our growth in comfort, wealth,

The Chairman then introduced Richard T.

Judge Parker’s Speech. 


Judge Parker spoke as follows: 

“I am glad to be kere to-night. I am 
glad to have this opportunity to speak more 
directly, indeed I may say more intimately, 
to the independent voters of the. United 
States. I am glad of this occasion afforded 
me to bear testimony of the far-reaching 
effect in this, as in all campaigns, of their 


support. 

« Whichever party at a given time upholds 
the moral side, whichever party, to borrow 
a@ phrase from our opponents, is ‘a party 
fit to govern,’ gets its credentials from .the 
independent voters of the land and from 


snone other. 


‘In the hands of the independent yoter 
lies the balance of power, and it is: well 
A country deprived of the 
advantage of an independent vote strong 
enough to determine the result of am elec- 
tion when moral issues are at stake, has 
sunk to a point where mere political ad- 
vantage and selfish greed alone are rec- 
ognized as swaying human action. 

“*T recognize on behalf of the Democratic 
Party that the support in this campaign 
of the independent vote gives not alone an 
assurance of victory, but an abiding faith 
that that for which we are contending is 
the right. 

For the Whole People. 

“TI recognize also the responsibility cast 
upon myself and the Democratic Party in 
receiving the support of the independent 
voters.

fidential. They were and are to be placed 
in the first instance at the disposition of 
the President, and in his discretion only 
are they to be made public and become the 
common ‘knowledge of ‘the people.

URGES EVERYBODY TO WORK 


Extends an Invitation to All to Hear 


Inaugural Address—Crowd Accepts 
with a Cheer. 


When Judge Parker reached the Demo- 
eratic Club shortly after 10:30 o‘clock, he 
found some 800 members and friends gath- 
ered for the reception in his honor, and 
they applauded and cheered vigorously as 
he entered under the escort of ex-Mayor 
Van Wyck, Police Commissioner McAdoo, 
Andrew Freedman, John -Tomlinson, Ran- 
dolph Guggenheimer, Frank Croker, Cord 
Meyer, and Theodore W. Myers. This com- 
mittee had met Judge Parker at Carnegie 
Hall. 

Judge Parker was smiling and in exceed- 
ing good humor as ex-Senator John Fox, 
the President of the club, greeted him at 
tue door. He was escorted to the big room, 
where a platform had been erected for the 
reception. Judge Parker glanced around, 
towing to friends. Reaching the platform 
with Judge Parker, ex-Senator Fox faced 
the gathering, and, while ex-Mayor Van 
Wyck stood just in front and Mr. Freed- 
man at Judge Parker's other side, said: 

“Judge Parker, the Democratic Club has 
invited you here with open arms, and we 
Want to go to Washington in a body next 
March that we may hear you’ read your 
inaugural address. [Prolonged cheers and 
applause, while Judge Parker smiled and 
bowed.] Now if the members of the club 
will form in line and meet the Judge—” 

“Hold on a minute,” said the Judge, 
raising his hand, vtith a laugh. ‘I only 
want a minute to say one thing. I want 
to extend that March invitation right now. 
[Cheers and cries of ‘‘Good!"] I'll send 
a formal invitation in writing later.’’ 

“Well, we'll be there all right, Judge,’ 
yelled an enthusiast, while the crowd 
cheered again. Then the reception began, 
and for twenty minutes the Judge was busi- 
ly engaged shaking hands with all and 
having a pleasant word for each one. He 
kept the line moving fast, and passed those 
present through in record time. The re- 
ception, being to club members and per- 
£0nal friends only, of course was restricted, 
and it was more a general Democratic than 
a Tammany affair. 

For each of the men in line Judge Parker 
had something pleasant to say, together 
with a cordial handshake and smile. Police 
Inspector Brooks, who had been with the 
party from Carnegie Hall, was in line and 
was especially thanked by the candidate for 
his attentions. When John F. Carroll went 
along in the line Judge Parker laughed. 

‘Here, John,” he said, “why did you 
epend so much time hanging around Eu- 
rope? You ought to have come back before 
£0 as to get to work earlier.” . 

“ Well, I'm making up for lost time now, 
gaid Carroll. : 

‘*“What are you doing for the ticket?” 
asked the Judge of Justice Wyatt. 

‘Working hard,’’ said Wyatt. 

“Keep it up to the end,” said Judge 
Parker. Then to the next man, a Stranger, 


he said: 

“What are you doing? The man as- 
sured him he was working. ‘*Good for 
you,” said the Judge, passing him on. 
Then ex-Corporation Counsel John Whalen 
met him. 

‘*Good evening, John,’”’ said the Judge, 
“I have not heard of you doing anything 
yet.” 

“ “You haven’t?’? said Mr. Whalen fn sur- 
prise. ‘ Well, I've been following you 
right up pretty fast.”’ 

“ Well, don’t forget to keep things going,” 
eE2id Judge Parker, laughing. 

Congressman Jacob A. Ruppert was next 


in line, 

“Don't -you fail to get elected,” said 
Judge Parker. ‘‘ We shall need Congress- 
men in’ Washingtcn next Winter.” 

President Fornes of.the Board of Alder- 
men was next. ° 

‘Did not see you at the German meet- 
ing,”” said Mr. Parker. ‘“* You should have 
been there. It was a great meeting.” 


“STRENUOUS PROTECTORATE.” 


Constitution Club’s Idea of Roosevelt’s 
South American Policy. 


The Parker Constitution Club issued a re- 
port yesterday which asserts that there is 
good ground for the charge that President 
Roosevelt is attempting to subvert the Mon- 
roe doctrine. It is signed by Wheeler H. 
Peckham, John G. Carlisle, William B. 
Hornblower, John G. Milburn, Adrian H. 
Joline, William Morton Grinnell, and How- 
ard Taylor. 

The report quotes the letter of the Presi- 
dent, written on May 20, in which the 
President, referring to the South Ameri- 
can countries, declares that “if a nation 
shows that it knows how to act with de- 
ecency in industrial and political matters, if it 
keeps order and pays its obligations, it need 
fear no interference from the United 
States.” The report declares that this 
policy of the President's is equal to taking 
a parental attitude toward the South Ameri- 


can republics. This is declared to be “ the 
most strenuous form of protectorate.’’ The 
report then says in part: 

“ There are twenty republics which would 
Wie included in President Roosevelt's classi- 
fication, in which revolutions have been fre- 
quent. These republics have all contracted 
debts, internal and external, in the aggre- 
gate large. For the collection of these, ac- 
cording to the President, we should be re- 
sponsible. Are we ready and is it our duty 
to so control and govern these twenty re» 
publics, scattered over a vast continent? 
And if so, would they willingly allow us to 
play such a rdéle? ertainly the party or 
theS’man who advocates that we should 
raise an issue of a character more serious 
than has ever yet confronted us. 

“The course proposed by President Roose- 
velt is not the Monroe doctrine and would 
neither be constitutional, sagacious, nor 
safe.”’

Declares: Republican Party Never Had 
an Honest Issue Since the War.

Labor, Everett P. Wheeler Says. 


Denying there was anything in the tariff 
laws to protect American labor, Everett

597 Broadway. He said that as a member 
of a tariff commission he had stbmitted 
certain schedules to the Republican Con- 
gress conceding the difference between the 
American and foreign labor costs.

“One of the many extraordinary state- 
ments in Mr. Roosevelt's letter of accept- 
ance,” said Mr. Wheeler, ‘“‘was that a 
Democratic tariff law would aim ‘at pre- 
venting the prosperity of some of our peo- 
ple.’ - What the Wilson tariff act did aim 
at was to make a law which would give 
fair play to all of our people. So far from 
preventing the prosperity of any one, it 
provided, as far as a statute could, an 
opportunity for prosperity for all. To the 
manufacturer it gave free raw material or 
a reduced taxation on the materials of 
his industry. To the farmer it gave a bet- 
ter market by ercouraging,trade with for- 
eign countries, and thereby providing a 
better market for the product of the farm, 
while to the great body of consumers it 
insured Jower prices. No one suffered by 
it. It is not suffering a.reduction of pros- 
perity to take from the great capitalist the 
20nus to which he is in no respect entitled 
and which simply enhances his profits to 
the detriment of the community at large. 

“It is no part of the Democratic policy 
to pull down the edifice of American man- 
ufacturing prosperity.

with another Stock Exchange house. A bet 
of $6,000 to $1,200 in favor of Roosevelt 
was made between two Stock Exchange 
houses, the names of which were withheld. 
At the close all the 5 to 1 money had been 
covered, and some Parker money was be- 
ing offered at slightly closer odds, while the 
Republican adherents were offering no bet- 
ter odds than 4 to 1.

HE DEPLORES PERSONALITIES 


Candidate Urges Voters Not to be Di- 
verted by Them from Policies— 
Makes Thirteen Speeches. 


PLYMOUTH, Ind., Nov. 
Charles W. Fairbanks began his day’s work 
a speech at Michigan City shortly 
after breakfast, and a portion of his re- 
marks had direct reference to Judge Par- 
ker’s New York and Newark addresses, and 
particularly to that part of them which 
concerned Chairman Cortelyou.

PETERSBURG, Nov. 2.—So far as the 
possibility of future complications is con- 


cerned the North Sea incident is regarded |! 


as closed, though there has been a slight 
hitch on minor points in the negotiations 
relating to the International Commission, 
which has necessitated their transfer here. 

It is now regarded as almost certain that 
the commission will sit in Paris and be 
composed of five naval officers, one Rus- 
sian and one British, each power to choose 
a foreign member, and the four to select 
a fifth. Russia has practically named Ad- 
miral Kaznakoff and Great Britain Admiral 
Sir Cyprian Bridge, although the latter se- 
lection is not absolutely settled. 

Great Britain expressed her intention to 
ask a United States naval officer to sit on 
the commission, whereupon Russia an- 
nounced that she would select a French 
officer. There is a strong intimation that 
Great Britain will invite Admiral Dewey to 
be one of the Commissioners. 

Officers of such a character as those men- 
tioned insure the acceptance of the findings 
of the commission by both countries and by 
the world. 

Admiral Kaznakoff is one of the ablest 
officers in the Russian Navy and is a man 
of conciliatory disposition and judicial tem- 
perament.

VERDICT AT HULL INQUEST. 


Victims Killed by Russians Without 
Warning or Provocation. 


HULL, Nov. 2.—‘* That George Henry 
Smith and William Leggett were, at about 
12:30 A. M. on Oct. 22, while out fishing 
with trawls aboard the British steam 
trawler Crane, with Board of Trade marks 
exhibited and regulation lights burning, 
killed by shots fired without warning or 
provocation from certain Russian war ves- 
sels at a distance of about a quarter of a 


mile.” 

This is the text of the jury’s verdict at 
the Coroner's inquest on the victims of the 
North Sea tragedy. At the request of the 
British Government, represented by the 
Earl of Desart, Solicitor of the Treasury, 
this conservative award was rendered. The 
Government asked the jury not to find a 
verdict of willful murder or manslaughter, 
because “ delicate negotiations are going on, 
which should not be made more difficult, 
and they ought not to let any one think they 
had prejudged the case before having heard 
both sides.”’ 

To the verdict the jury added the follow- 
ing rider: “‘On this occasion, probably the 
most momentous in the annals of the Brit- 
ish Empire, the jury would record their ap.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 2.—The official

MOUNT VERNON SHAKEN 
BY DYNAMITE EXPLOSION 


Two Cases Go Off Under Bond 
Street Bridge. 





‘FORTY HURT, TWO MAY DIE 


Italian Probably Blown to Pleces—Prop- 
erty Damage $50,000—Shock Was 
Felt for Miles. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Nov. 2.—Two 

' cases of dynamite used in connection with 
‘the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
; Railroad Company's improvements now go- 
ing on in Mount Vernon, exploded under the 
Bond Street Bridge shortly after 1 o'clock 
| this afternoon, probably killing one man 
j and mjuring in the neighborhood of forty 
persons, shaking up hundreds of others, and 
; doing some $50,000 worth of damuge Lo prop- 
' erty. Theexplosion was felt in a radius of ten 
| miles. Two of the injured are likely to die. 
They are Robert Meares, four months old, 
and Mrs. Frederick Stubbins, thirty years 
old, who are in the Mount Vernon Hospital. 
The railroad has been running through a 
cut here for some years, but as additional 
| tracks are to be laid through the city, the 
excavation has been in progress for some 
time past. The Egly-Bunty Contracting 
Company was doing the excavation, which 
was practically all rock work. The shed for 
the storing of the explosive was situated 
directly under the bridge which carried 
Bond Street across the cut.” Commissioner 
of Public Works Walter C. Miles says he 
ordered the man who appeared in charge on 
Saturday last to have the stuff taken to 
some more secure place for storage, and 
that the man refused. This man, however, 
supposed to have been Italian No. 13, has 
not been seen since the accident, and it is 
likely that he was blown to atoms. 

The crash came at 12:57. The Boston ex- 
press had just passed toward New York, 
and by some it is thought that the jar of 
the train exploded some detonating caps. 
Others beiieve that a lighted cigar or ciga- 
rette was dropped from the bridge into the 
shanty where the explosive was stored. 

Very little damage was done to the sides 
of the cut, but a hole many feet deep was 
driven into the rock below where the shed 
had stood. The explosion opened a big 
spring in the earth and the hole filled rapid- 
ly with water. The bridge above was 
riven to pieces and its parts curled like 
shavings. There appears to have been but 
one person on the bridge at the moment, 
and he escaped injury, being hurled to one 
side and landing in soft earth. Several 
persons claim the distinction of being this 
man. 

John C. and William H. Sullivan were 
eating dinner at their home at 29 New 
Haven Railroad Street, when the dynamite 
exploded. John was blown off his chair 
clean through a swinging door leading to 
the kitchen and up against a stove. The 
stove was overturned and the man’s cloth- 
ing caught fire, -Before the flames were 
smothered he was badly burned and is in 


the City Hospital. . Wi}iiam’ Sullivan was 
knocked under the table by the concussion 
and was badly bruised about the chest, 
back, ana head. 

The men employed in the excavation work 
escaped injury because they were still rest- 
ing after the noonday meal in places where 
the sun made it comfortable, and this took 
them all away from the spot where the 
explosive was stored. 

The most damage was caused by the 
shock to buildings. Windows were blown 
in, walls cracked, chimneys broken down, 
and ceilings broken and some fell. It was 
in this manner that most of those hurt 
received their injuries. A dozen fires were 
started by the explosion, and several! calls 
for the firemen were sent in, but in every 
case the inmates or neighbors had put out 
the flames before the firemen reached the 
scene. A dozen buildings near the tracks 
are badly damaged by the shock. The rear 
wall of Hartmen Brothers’ cardboard works 
was stove in, but the side walls and the 
rear wall are intact. 

Chief of Police J. C. Foley was one of the 
first on the scene,..He at once placed in 
custody William F. Ryan, foreman, and later 
arrested Daniel King, foreman, and James 
E. Bunting of Flushing; a.contractor. 

The authorities say that the city was 
saved from a disaster by the fact that the 
explosion was down in a cut. The ex- 
plosion occurring on the level it was said 
would have swept away every building flat 
for a long distance. As it was, its force 
apparently did not begin to be felt for fif- 
teen or twenty feet above the top of the cut. 
Street lamps standing near the earth were 
not badly damaged, electric wires higher up 
were torn and twisted, and some crossarmxs 
of telegraph poles were blown off. A house 
near the scene had the windows of its 
second story blown in, but those on the 
ground floor were only cracked, and this 
prosabty by vibration. :

two hundred _ feet of where the explosion 
took place. Commissioner Miles made this 
discovery and °o ed the explosives re. 
moved, which was done. The dynamite was

NO EXPLANATION FOR ACT 


Dead Man Came Here from Schenectady 


on Company’s Business Tuesday— 
Well Thought Of There. 


Witheut any apparent cause for his act | 


Raymond, thirty-three years old, 
in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Construction for the General 
Electric Company of Schenectady, N. Y., 
committed suicide yesterday at :the Hotel 
Manhattan, where he had éngaged a room 
the day before. When his body was found, 
hanging from a cord of the Venetian win- 
dow shades, life had evidently been extinct 
for several hours. 

On Tuesday Raymond was sent from the 
Schenectady office of the’ General Electric 
Company to this city to confer with a cus- 
tomer at the Hotel Manhattan. He was 
seen several times about the hotel during 
the evening and retired at an early hour. 
The clerk says he left no word as to when 
he should be called. 

Yesterday morning the chambermaid on 
his floor, which was the top floor of the 
building. knocked on Raymond's door, but 
no response. Later in the day sev- 
eral other attempts were made to rouse the 
occupant, but they, also, were fruitless, and 
at 4:30 o’clock the chambermaid notified 
the clerk. 

A policefhan was ealled in, and the door, 
which was locked on the inside, was forced 
cpen. The electric ight in the room was 
burning brightly, and Raymond's body, un- 
clothed, was found in a sitting position be- 
neath a window. A chair beside the body 
indicated that he had purposely sat upon 
it, and then slipped to the floor. The cord, 
at the end of which was a slipknot, en- 
circling the man’s neck, was attached to 
the framework of the window. 

Coroner Scholer was summoned and took 
charge of the case. The Coroner said last 
night: 

“Raymond undoubtedly died from stran- 
guiation. In some respects it was the most 
peculiar case I ever attended. Why he 
should adopt such a strange method for 
iaking his own life is difficuit to under- 
stand. Although several letters were found 
on his clothing, there was nothing in any 
of them giving the slightest clue as to why 
he committed the act. In addition to the 
letters, Raymond's clothing contained a sil- 
watch, $48.33 in ca and two com- 
mutation tickets.” 

It was learned that one of the letters re- 
ferred to was signed “ M. Fitzgerald,” and 
explained the failure of its author to keep 
an appointment with Raymond yesterday. 
Iwo of the other communications were 
from the American General Trading Com- 
pany, and had been sent to Raymond at 
the offices of the Genera: Hiectric Com- 
pany in §chenectady, one being signed 
* George Ej Austin, Manager."’ Both were 
of a business nature and quoted rates for 
different sorts of electrical machinery. 

At the offices of the General Electric 
Company, 44 Broad Street, no information 
was obtainable. It was said that Raymond 
held a responsible position under the Su- 
perintendent of the Construction Depart- 
ment, and had from time to time drawn 
up several important contracts. Recently 
he went to Australia to install a plant there. 
It was declared that he was a man of ex- 
cellent reputation, and that in all prob- 
ability his faithful services to the company 
would soon have resuited in his promotion.

W G. Ely, head of the 
constraction department, and other General 
Electric officials said to-night that no one 
knew of any reason for Mr. Raymond's 
suicide. 

He is survived by his wife and a little 
boy of six years, his brother, J. H. Ray- 
mond, of the test department of the General 
Electric works, in this city, and his mother, 
who is now in California. Little is known 
about him before he came here, eight years 
ago, except that he was employed in the 
Lynn Works, later here, and in Taftville, 
Conn., and then back to this city. 

His wife’s home is in Norwich, Conn. 


Block at Fourteenth Street Corner 
Threatened—Fireman Overcome. 


While crowds were on their way home 
from work last night fire started on the 
fourth floor of the five-story building at 
the corner of Fourteenth and Hudson 
Streets' and quickly spread to the floor 
above, endangering the lives of fifty girls 
employed in the Gem Paper Box Company. 
Patrick Gore, the watchman of the build- 
ing, sent in an alarm, and, accompanied by 
Officer McGucken of the Charles Street 
Police Station, rushed up to-the fifth floor 
and assisted in getting the girls out through 
the adjoining building and down the stairs 
to the exit on the Thirteenth Street side of 
the block. 

The fire swept through the fourth floor 
quickly, as it was a vacant loft full of 
lumber and waste, and spread in the paper 
and cardboard on the fifth floor. The 
firemen said that they thought it was 
caused by a gas explosion. Owing to the 
threatening nature of the blaze, which 
seemed about to sweep through the whole 
big block to Thirteenth Street, three alarms 
were sent in and Deputy Fire Chief Binns 
came to take charge of the fire-fighters. 
Fireman Connelly of Engine 9 was over- 
come by smvuke while at work on the fifth 
floor. He was rescued by his companions 
and removed to St. Vincent’s Hospital. 
While John Lane of 340 West Twenty-fifth 
Street was passing the building he said he 
heard a terrific explosion and a woman 
fell backward fainting into his arms. In 
catching her he slipped and fell, fracturing 
his right ankle. He was also removed to 
St. Vincent's Hospital. 

The firemen had a hard fight with the 
flames, as the fire seemed to spring out of 

» every window on the two upper floors. Soon 
after the girls got out the roof fell in, and 
the inrushing air caused the fire to burn 
with new vigor. After two hours’ hard 
work the firemen had practically put the 
fire out. According to Deputy Chief Binns 
the total loss would amount to $50,009. 
There was a severe fire in this building 
last Winter, and only recently the repairs 
"had been completed. out two weeks ago 
Ginsberg & Bell, the proprietors of the Gem 
Paper Box Company, moved into the build- 


ing. 


Ex-Judge Alexander Elliott Dies, 
ORANGE, N. J., Nov. 2.—Former Judge 
Alexander Elliott, legal adviser to Thomas 
A. Edison, died at his room in Windsor 
Hotel, South Main Street, Orange, to-day, 
after a long illness Mr. Elliott was fifty 
years old yesterday. Just a year ago to- 
day his wife died. His aged mother, five 

brothers, and three sisters survive him. 
Mr. Elliott was born in Dover Novy, 1, 
1854. He was graduated from Lafayette 


College, and for many years lived in Pat- 
erson. He was appointed a Judge in Pas- 
saic County by Gov. Abbett. A few years 
ago he retired from the active practice of 
his profession and became associated with 
Mr. Edison after the death of Howard W. 
Hayes, who had had charge of the electri. 
cian’s legal affairs.

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SON OF AL ADAMS 
TURNS ON HIS FATHER 


Brandished Pistol When Demand 
for Money Was Denied. 


CALLED THE “BLACK SHEEP” 


Ex-Policy King in Court When Louis B. 
Was Committed to Island in De- 
fault of Peace Bond. 


Louis B. Adams, called the “ black sheep ” 
of the Al Adams family by their friends, 
was yesterday committed to Blackwell's Isl- 
and for six months in default of $1,000 
peace bond, fixed by Magistrate Barlow, in 
the Jefferson Market Police Court. He was 
charged, nominally, with drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct, but it developed during 
the trial that he had threatened the life of 
his father, the former policy king, who was 
recently released from Sing Sing. It was 
said that the threat followed a demand for 
money, which the father denied. 

Adams was arrested Tuesday night at 42 
West Thirty-fourth Street, where, under 
the name of Pocher & Co., his father con- 
ducts a real estate business. Before police- 
man Colyer of the Tenderloin station was 
called in there had been stormy times in the 
office of Adams, Sr. Passers-by heard cries 
of ‘‘Don’t shoot your father,”’ and when 
Colyer reached the office he found half a 
dozen clerks trying to keep young Adams 
away from his parent. 

At the station house the prisoner gave 
the name of Louis Anderson, and declined 
to say where he lived. Al Adams accom- 
panied his son to the station, and stayed 
around until he was behind the bars. Before 
court was convened yesterday morning the 
father was on hand, seeking an audience 
with the Magistrate. Adams was the first 
prisoner called before the bar. The effort 
was continued to keep his identity secret, 
and he was arraigned as ‘*‘ Anderson.”’ 

‘Where did you arrest this man?” asked 
Magistrate Barlow of Policeman Colyer. 

“At his father’s office in West Thirty- 
fourth Street,’’ was the reply.

RESERVOIR BREAK KILLS NINE. 


Thirty-Foot Wall Collapses and Floods 
North Carolina Town. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Nov. 2.—A reservoir 
of the municipal water works, located near 
the centre of Winston-Salem, N. C., broke 
at 5 o’clock this morning, causing the loss 
of nine lives and injury to four or five per- 
sons. 

The north side of the reservoir, which ts 
thirty feet high, collapsed, falling upon the 
house and barn of Martin V. Peeples. There 
were about 800,000 gallons of water in the 
reservoir, and the stream rushed northeast 
to the Southern Railway cut and thence to 
Belos Landing, a distance of half a mile. 
Four tenement houses were washed several 
hundred yards. 

There were several remarkable escapes. 
A colored man and his wife, named Davis, 
after thein house was turned over, floated 
upon the water, clinging to their bed, to 
the railroad junction, a distance of 500 
yards. They lodged upon a heap of rub- 
bish and walked out without a scratch. 

The reservoir was built in 1881 by a com- 
pany composed of sixty citizens. Ten 
years ago it and the entire water plant 
were sold to the city. Soon after ten feet 
was added to the height of the reservoir, 
which was full of water when the col- 
lapse came. 

The thousands of gallons of water that 
flowed from the reservoir formed a pond 
in the vicinity, and it is thought that sev- 
eral people may have been drowned in 
this. The City Council met and decided to 
drain the pond in order to recover any 
bodies that may lie beneath the water. The 
reservoir was situated about five blocks 
from the centre of the business district of 
the city, and was surrounded by a number 
of residences and several small stores. It 
is understood that the structure had been 
condemned.

Curious interviewers were one of the least 
of the troubles which beset yesterday Harry 
Kimball Thaw, brother-in-law of the Earl 
of Yarmouth, and the young woman known 
in Europe as Florence Evelyn Nesbit, art- 
ists’ model and chorus girl, to whom it was 
rumored he had been married.

Thaw finally held a long conversation 
over the long-distance telephone, and it 
was believed he was discussing matters 
with his relatives in Pittsburg. Then by a 
quick flank movement he eluded the watch- 
ers, and fled to an open automobile, which 
made off at a speed which baffled pursuit. 
It is not believed that he went to the Wal- 
dorf before starting for Pittsburg last even- 
ing. Miss Nesbit did not return to the 
Cumberland openly, at any rate. It was 
said at the Waldorf late last night that she 
nad been there, but that neither she nor 
Thaw had registered under their own or 
any other names.

If 
they were injured by Russian shells, 
Russia, should be quite willing to admit 
the fact, if Russia is prepared to make 
the preliminary admission that the can- 
nonade in the North Sea was a blunder, 
the result of a misavprehension. It 
would then appear that the injury to 
the fishing boats and their crews was 
incidental and accidental, which is, of 
course, the conclusion that Russia ‘s 
anxious to establish.

ELECTRICITY ON THE LONG ISLAND 
ROAD. 

The announcement that the manage- 
ment of the Long Island Railroad has 
placed an order in Pittsburg for the mo- 
tors needed for the immediate equipment 
of its line in substitution for locomotives 
is of unusual interest. Power will be 
taken from a copper wire overhead, after 
the manner employed in trolley car op- 
eration. The motors are of the type or- 
dered for use in the tunnel between Jer- 
sey City and Long Island. By the be- 
ginning of next Summer it is intended to 
handle the entire passenger service of 
the road by electricity, so reducing the 
discomforts of travel in warm weather 
that the business of the road should be 
largely increased. 

Changes of this kind in the equipment 
of well-established steam railroads are 
extremely significant. They point in the 
direction which enterprising railway 
management must follow, or lose its 
suburban business to the competition of 
electric roads, The locomotive has ren- 
dered an invaluable service to civiliza- 
tion, but it is nearing the end of its use- 
fulness, and every year finds its sphere 
of effective operation restricted. At 
best it is a monster with a voracious ap- 
petite and an extremely bad breath, in- 
tolerably noisy and very much of a nui- 
sance generally.

ing honestly to their contracts, tacit or ex- 
plicit, with their employers. Now, all of 
these contracts were made in ante-Subway 
days, when the journey from home to of- 
fice involved a trip from the railway sta- 
tion down town that took at least half an 
hour. To that necessity the hours of ex- 
pected service for the salaries mentioned 
have for years past been adjusted. Thanks 
to the Subway, this half hour at each end 
of the day is now reduced, or can be re- 
duced, to something under ten minutes. 
The question by which these commuters 
pretend to be troubled is whether they are 
morally bound to start as early as ever 
from home in the morning and morally 
free to start as early as ever from the 
office in the evening, or whether the saved 
forty minutes can decently be devoted to 
their own plearures—such as getting ac- 
quainted with their wives and children or 
puttering around the house and yard, Much 
can be said, and is, on both sides of this 
question. Of course it is purely academic, 
in'that never a one of the commuters has 
the faintest of doub:s as to the d'sposi- 
tion he will make of the gained time. but 
they all like to pretend that they are nuuch 
puzzled over the matter, and that their 
decision will not be mace until they satisfy 
themselves as to its absolute right and 
wrong. Presumably others than commuters 
are going through this same fretty sem- 
blance of heart and soul searching’, since 
the problem presents itself to wa,ze «arners 
of practically every kind except those 
whose employment is for a given and defi- 
nite number of hours, and it is just pos- 
sible that employers, too, are bestowing 
upon it a little thoughtful attention.

$22,242,612 Less Than Was Asked For 
a Year Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Nov.

ANOTHER ARBITRATION TREATY, 


Convention with Italy Will Probably Be 


Concluded Next Week. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 
bitration treaty, concluded yesterday, will 
be followed by a treaty with Italy, which, 
it is expected, will be ready for signature 
early next week. 

The French treaty, while not yet ratified 
by the Senate, and consequently not 
force, is believed to be so carefully framed 
as to insure favorable action in the last 
stage. If this is it will be the first 
arbitration treaty of general scope to which 
the United States has been a party. There 
have been various special arrangements,

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FEW DELAYS IN SUBWAY ; 
DAILY TRAFFIC 200,000 


Company Doesn’t Publish Figures, 
but That’s the Estimate. 


HANG UP TIN “AD” SIGNS 


Officials Show No Disposition to Mitigate 
Them—Traffic on Surface Roads 
Still Badly Affected. 


Few delays, none of them of any length, 
interfered with the Subway trains yester- 
day. Twenty-five minutes from One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fifth Street to the Brooklyn 
Bridge on expresses, and fifteen minutes 
from Ninety-Sixth Street, were the records 
made throughout the day, except during 
the height of the rush hours. Even then 
the expresses traveled nearly on time be- 
low Ninety-sixth Street, and what they lost 
above that point was due to the crowding 
of the local tracks with the trains of both 


local and express lines. 

No traffic figures have been made public 
since those of Sunday, but it was said by 
one in a position to know that the road 
had settled down to something like 200,000 
a day. 

“The officials aren’t sorry, either,” this 
informant added, “for their object is to 
get the road in good working order before 
the opening of the easterly branch. They 
couldn’t have done it with such throngs 
as used the trains during the first three 
days, though after everything is in shape 
300,000 a day can be handled comfortably 
with the forty-five trains now in commis- 
sion. As was announced last week, the 
number of trains can be doubled in time.’ 

Workmen were busy at the stations yes- 

terday hanging the tin-framed advertise- 
ments. Within a few days none of these 
placards will be resting on the floor. They 
are being swung by small wires on tacks 
drivenvin the tiling. It is stated on good 
authority that the company has no noticn 
of removing them, and it anything is cone 
to obviate the spoiling of tne stations it 
wili have to be through some _ legal rem- 
edy to be discovered tater. Counsel for 
the Rapid Transit Commission hold that 
the company cannot be stopped from dis- 
playing the signs under the contract, and 
outside lawyers who have thought of in- 
vestigating the matter have not yet found 
what they consider a chance to win a pro- 
test in the courts. 
It was only occasionally that travelers 
on the elevated road yesterday thought 
they could detect less crowding than before 
the Subway opened. If there was any re- 
lief it was too slight to be determined with 
any certainty. : 

The surface cars on those lines following 
the route of the tunnel were still noticeably 
empty. A conductor who works on the line 
from Fort Lee Ferry to Houston Street 
via Broadway said he used to collect more 
than $7 in fares on a downtown morning 
run, but that he took in barely $2 a trip 
since the opening of the Subway. Similar 
reports indicated that the tunnel travel 
had injured severely the receipts of the 
Madison and Fourth Avenue line below 
Forty-second Street, all the Broadway lines, 
and the Third Avenue line, while even the 
more remote surface roads seemed to be 
somewhat affected,

AUTO CLUB’S PRESIDENCY. 


Dave H. Morris May Succeed Mr. Scar 
ritt—New Clubhouse Plans. 


Members of the Automobile Club of 
America are anxiously awaiting the report 
of the Nominating Committee, which will 
be announced within a few days. The an- 
nual meeting of the club will be held on 
Nov. 21, and a new President will be elect- 
ed. President Winthrop E. Scarritt has 
positively declined a renomination, although 
he has been urged to hold the office for 
another year. Mr. Scarritt’s business duties 
will not permit him to accept the place 
again, and consequently there has been 
considerable speculation as to his successor, 

It is the general belief that Dave Hennen 
Morris will be the choice of the Nominat- 
ing Committee for the office. Efforts have 
been made to induce James.B. Dill, the cor- 
poration lawyer, to accept the position, but 
the latter, it is said, has declined, prac- 
tically for the same reasons that prevented 
President Scarritt from serving again. 

Mr. Morris is an enthusiastic automobil- 
ist, and has taken an active interest in the 
management of the club almost from the 
time of its organization. He is thoroughly 
posted in its affairs, and although he rep- 
resents what is termed the younger ele- 
ment in the club he is regarded as con- 
servative and thoroughly alive to the in- 
fluence that the club should exert upon 
the best interests of automobiling in Amer- 
ica. During his term of office Mr. Scarritt 
has increased the influence and prestige 
of the club to a large degree, and it is safe 
to say there is no more popular automo- 
bilist in the country to-day than President 
Scarritt. 

The coming year, also, is likely to be of 
popular importance to the Automobile Club 
of America, as it is quite probable that the 
club will move within a short time to a 
larger and better clubhousé .of its ‘own. 
Negotiations to this end have been pending 
for some time, and it is understood that 
the plans for a new and more commodi- 
ous clubhouse are almost matured. The 
club now has over five hundred members, 
and has really outgrown its quarters over 
the Plaza Bank, at Fifth Avenue‘and Fifty- 
eighth Street.

RESIGNS THE RED FLAG 

Popular Racing Official Retires to 
Engage in Business. 
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GIVES UP $20,000 A YEAR 


Will Take Charge of Big Interests for 
W. A. Engeman and Be President 
of Brighton Beach Track. 


Christopher J. Fitz Gerald, the most suc- 
cessful and popular starter of thorough- 
bred races ever engaged on the metropoli- 
tan race courses, caused the turf sensation 
of the day at the Jamaica race course yes- 
terday, when, following the circulation of a 
rumor that he had resigned his official posi- 
tion with The Jockey Club. He confirmed 
the report and announced that when he had 
completed his contracts for the present 
season he would give up the occupation of 
starter to engage in other business. 

The inducement which decided Mr. Fitz 
Gerald to retire from starting is a ten- 
year contract with William A. Engeman, to 
become Mr. Engeman’s business representa- 
tive in all of his many Narge interests, in 
real estate, amusement enterprises, stone 
quarrying, and as chief owner of the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association. Mr. 
Engeman has been President of the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association since 
he, took charge of the property as the rep- 
resentative of the Engeman estate, but with 
Mr. Fitz Gerald to take that care from him, 
Mr. Engeman will retire from active man- 
agement of the racing property. 

Mr. Fitz Gerald's fees as official starter 
for the tracks under the control of The 
Jockey Club, and his Winter engagement 
at New Orleans, which,kept him busy 
twelve months in the year as a starter, 
amounted to a total of about $20,000 a 
year. It is said that his contract with Mr. 
Engeman will bring even larger emolument.

Mr. Fitz Gerald has been assigned to duty 
under The Jockey Club rule, as Mars Cas-

to alternate with Mars Cassidy on the 
Eastern tracks next season. 

The retiring starter, a native of Wood- 
stock, Canada, and formerly a telegraph 
operator and then a reporter on a New 
York newspaper, has been a racing official 
for fourteen years, acting first as a patrol 
judge under the old Board of Control. 

hirteen years ago he achieved success as 
a starter at small meetings outside of New 
York, and did so well that the Eastern 
tracks called on his services, with the re- 
sult that for seven years he has been con- 
stantly employed by The Jockey Club. Mr.

FELL 1,000 FEET TO DEATH. 


Ten Men Dropped Down Mine Shaft 
When Carriage Broke Loose. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Nov. 2.—One of 
the most appalling mine accidents in the 
history of the Wyoming Valley for many 
years occurred at No. 1 Auchincloss shaft, 
operated by the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Coal Company at Nanticoke, 
at an early hour this morning. Ten men 
were hurled to instant death and three 
seriously injured. 

The men were nearly all upon the mine 
carriage ready to be lowered to the work- 
ings below. The signal was given to the 
engineer, who began lowering the men. 
The carriage had gone but a few feet when 
the engineer lost control of his engines, 


owing to the reverse levers failing to work, 
and the carriage was dashed beyond the 
Ross vein, landing nearly 1,100 feet below 
the surface. 

Late to-night no aid had reached the vic- 
tims, and every man on the carriage has 
been given up by the officials for lost. The 
victims, who were miners and laborers, all 
lived in Nanticoke, and most of them leave 
families. 

The three men injured were bruised and 
cut about the y 4 by flying wreckage 
while standing at the mouth of the shaft 
ready to descend.

GORDON BENNETT RACE 


MAY BE LENGTHENED 


French Automobilists Ask for Six- 
Hundred-Mile Run. 


ENTRIES CLOSE NEXT MONTH 


No American Nominations Yet, but a 
Good Showing Expected—Changes 
May Affect Vanderbilt Event. 


Considerable interest is being evinced by 
automobilists who are looking forward to 
the presence in the next Gordon Bennett 
race abroad of two or three American rac- 
ing machines, in the possibility of altera- 
tions in the existing rules. Ever since the 
last international race over the Homburg 
course in Germany, there has been a great 
deal of discussion by many of the leading 
foreign automobilists concerning a modifi- 
cation in some of the important conditions. 
The Marquis de Dion of Paris has lately 
drawn up a plan which he proposes to lay 
before James Gorden Bennett and the 
Sports Committee of the Automobile Club of 
France. If favorable action should be 
taken it would make the Gordon Bennett 
race quite a different competition than 
has been in the past. 

Count de Dion’s most radical change 
would be in lengthening the distance to 620 
miles instead of from 310 to 340 miles, the 
present limit. Further, this would entail a 
two days’ meet. Haif of the total distance 
would be traveled each day. A race of this 
character, Count de Dion believes, would 
test the reliability of the cars and par- 
ticularly of the tires more accurately than 
the distance now covered in one day’s con- 
test. Another change proposed is in pro- 
hibiting any one except the driver and me- 
chanic in the car making any repairs dur- 
ing the progress of the race. A few other 
minor changes are also suggested, but 
these are the most important. 

These suggestions have more than ordin- 
ary interest here in view of the fact that 
the Vanderbilt Cup race 1s modelled very 
much on the plan of the Gordon Bennett 
competition, and it is quite possible that 
any changes adopted by the leading au- 
tomobilists abroad will be embodied in the 
race in this country. This is the more 
likely, because after next year the Vander- 
bilt race may be held abroad and the for- 
eign racing automobilists would naturally 
wish to race for the Vanderbilt Cup under 
the same conditions as prevail in the Gordon: 
Bennett event. ; 

A number of the prominent English racing 
automobilistS are in perfect accord with the 
suggestions proposed by Count de Dion, and 
he has a number of supporters in his own 
country. 

There is a very strong feeling that the 
race should be lengthened, even though 
completed in one day, and a race of from 
475 to 500 miles is being strongly urged. 

It Is not probable that any action will be 
taken regarding the proposed changes until 
the first of the year, at the earliest, by 
which time all of the entries for the inter- 
national race will be in.

The Market Quoted “Ex-War Scare” 
Scores Another Rise, Despite 
Politics. 


Not very long ago two strong days to- 
rfether was more than the market could 
stand without becoming overbought, 
and being a safe sale for no other rea- 
son and regardless. of the news. Now 
the market becomes oversold upon two 
or three weak days together, and is @ 
pretty safe purchase for a rise without 
much regard to the current news. Not 
that the news is unimportant or dis- 
couraging—quite the contrary—but the 
market pays little—possibly too little— 
attention to it. The reason is similar on 
both sides the ocean. The world is hav-~- 
ing political markets, and politics is a 
factor financiers dislike because it can- 
not be estimated or controlled. When 
dealing with influences with which they 
are familiar great operators ate little 
subject to panic, but even the greatest | 
bankers are uncertain whither National 
sentiment might take transatlantic af- 
fairs, or what might be the effect of al- 
ternative political cisatlantic possibili- 
ties. For this reason many who were 
and are hopeful on the outlook are for | 
the moment standing aside waiting for 
the position to develop before commit- 
ting themselves anew. Meanwhile con- 
ditions go right along prosperously, pro- 
viding good support for anything which 
might be construed unfavorably by dis- 
appointed politicians of any brand. That ! 
politics are less influential than usual 
is the consistent demonstration of all 
that has happened this year, and every 
day there is a little fresh proof that no 
man is indispensable to this country, 
and that no man can reverse intrinsic 
conditions when the standard of values 
is impregnable. In other words, so long 
as the market is checked by politics, 
and current news continues along its 
present cheerful channel, there is a daily 
greater accumulation of intrinsic fac- 
tors to withstand any post-election re- 
lapse, for which many are waiting, and 
for reasons as Inconsistent as_ their 
party affiliations. 

Yesterday sterling broke sharply, re- 
flecting both the release of bills which 
the bulls of exchange had withheld from 
the market which they had overstayed, 
and amelioration of conditions at Ber- 
lin. Its banking position is much im- 
proved, and its weakness has been the 
cause of the demands upon us. Politics 
may dictate to-day an advance in the 
Bank of England rate, which would be 
seasonable without such reason. On the 
other hand, if the Berlin pinch is past, 
as the North Sea incident seems to be, 
the rate may be left undisturbed in 
London, where the position is strong 
considered by itself. The day’s news re- 
garding the iron trade was even more 
encouraging than previously. Railway 
earnings reported—for example Frisco's 
and Rock Island’s—were good, and Lon- 
don’s prices for Americans were higher, 
reflecting hopeful opinions of our af- 
fairs even under disturbed, although im- 
proving, London conditions. These, of 
course, were no more than the natural 
result of the happy news that Admiral 
Rojestvensky had -postponed the bom- 
bardment of Gibraltar, as some seemed 
to expect on Tuesday.

Ten firemen were overcome by smoke and 
gas while fighting flames which consumed 
a stack containing forty tons of hay at 
Newkirk Avenue and East Eleventh Street, 
Brooklyn, last night.

Tombs Prisoner Writes Nan Pat- 
terson He Saw Shooting. 


SAYS YOUNG HELD PISTOL 


John Latour, an ex-Convict Awaiting 
Sentence on New Conviction, Makes 
the Revelations. 


A witness who corroborates the story of 
| Milton W. Hazelton, the aged resident of 
Oneonta, N. Y., that Caesar Young, the 
bookmaker, shot himself while In a cab 
with Nan Patterson, in West Broadway;,on 
the morning of June 4 last, came tothe 
front yesterday. The witness is John La- 


tour, who is in the Tombs awaiting sen- | 


tence, having pleaded guilty to grand lar- 

ceny. 

the penitentiary five years ago. 
story came out through a letter he sent to 

Nan Patterson dated Nov. 1. 

lows: 

*Do you remember the red-headed fel- 
low that looked in the window and showed 
}; you where the drug store was? I am the 
lad. I didn’t go to the front till I seen 
; those two men, That is true. I was there 
when they looked in the window, but they 
went away as soon as they seen it. If I can 
do you any service I will only be too glad. 
I am in the Tombs at present locked up.” 

Latour is twenty-nine years old and says 
that he was employed last June by Henry 
Frankenburg & Co., at 457 Broome 
Street, and lived at 269 West Broadway. He 
says that on the morning of June 4 he went 
to work at 7 o'clock, leaving his wife ill at 
home. About 8:30 o’clock he started for 
home to see how she was. He went down 
West Broadway on the west side of the 
street. He lived on the opposite side. He 
declares that between York and Beach 
Streets he noticed a cab going down in the 
same direction that he was. 

“As the cab passed me," he gays, ‘I 
heard a shot fired. I looked into the cab 
and saw a pistol in the right hand of the 
man who sat there on the right side of the 
cab. When the cab had gone half a block 
further it stopped. I climbed up on the 
step and looked in. The man still held the 
pistol. 

*‘I told the woman to go to a drug store, 
and pointed one out to her, but the druggist 
said that it was no case for him and told 
them to go to a hospital, I went along 
home and told my wife that I had séeen’a 
man shoot himself, and after I returned to 
work I told several of the fellows there the 
same story. Wnen I got home that night 
my wife advised me not to say anything 
about it. I had read of the arrest, but she 
said that no one would believe me. I 
thought that was good sense, because I had 
done time.” 

At the time of the investigation of the 
case by the Grand Jury an appeal was 
made for the man who stood on the step 
of the cab to come forward. Latour says 
that he thought it would be of no use for 
him to tell what he knew because of hav- 
ing been convicted before. Now that he is 
awaiting sentence on a more serious charge 
he considered that he would do himself no 
harm and decided to let his secret out. 

Mrs. Latour corroborated the statement 
of her husband that he had told her of 
hearing a shot fired from a cab and after- 
ward saw the man lying on a woman's 
lap with a pistol in his right hand. Alger- 
non Meyers of Jacksonville, Fla., who fig- 
ured some time ago as a witness in the cab 
ease, testified that he saw a red-headed 


man get on a step of the cab and look in. 
This corroborates Latour’s story, as does 
also the statement of Mr. Hazelton that 
he and a stranger were near the cab when 
the shot was fired. Assistant District At- 
torney Rand heard Latour’s story yester- 
day, but would make no comment on it. 

Latour was arrested on Sept. 16 last 
charged with the theft of a_truckload of 
clothing, valued at $10,000. He then was 
in the employ of Smith Brothers, general 
truckmen, as a driver, and the firm stood 
by him for a time. A man the police 
charged with being his confederate ad- 
mitted that Latour told him to be at Fourth 
and Mercer Streets at a certain hour on 
the day the robbery was committed and 
drive away with the Smith truck. In ac- 
cordance with this scheme Latour left the 
truck unguarded that day, ahd the man 
drove off with it. His confederate is also 
in the Tombs awaiting sentence. 

Nan Patterson will not escape trial simply 
because Milton W. Hazelion asserts that 
he was sure he saw Young kill himself. 
There was much activity in the case around 
the District Attorney’s office yesterday, 
and it is believed that preparations are 
being made for an early trial. Coroners’ 
Physician O'Hanlon demonstrated to Mr. 
Jerome and Mr. Garvan the possible posi- 
tions in which Young might have shot him- 
self. Hyman Stern, the pawnbroker who 
sold the revolver with which Young was 
shot, and Michaels, the cab driver on the 
fatal occasion, and several officers in the 
case were at the District Attorney’s office 
during the day. 

After unburdening his mind _yesterday 
to Assistant District Attorney Rand, Mr. 
Hazelton was so used up that he desired to 
return to the quiet of his country home, 
and left for Oneonta. The subpoena for 
his appearance before the Grand Jury has 
been extended until Wednesday next. 

Hazelton, who has thus suddenly thrust 
himself into the case, is a man who is 
well and widely known among mechanical 
experts throughout the country. One of 
the first things that brought him into prom, 
se was the invention of the. proces 

f making gas from water, now universally 
used. He is also the inventor of a boiler 
that is in general use throughout the 
country. 

os With the single exception of Thomas A. 
Edison,’ said a gentleman who has been 
associated with him in a business way for 
sixteen years, ‘“‘he probably has to his 
credit more patents than any man living 
in this country to-day. His is a fertile 
mind, and \though the old a is 
somewhat eccentric as a result of his ap- 
plication to mechanical problems, he stands 
to-day one of the foremost men in America 
in his line of work, From my intimate 
knowledge of him I should say that he 
was the sort of man who would act just 
as he said he has done about this testi- 
mony.
